Another Lad Hurt in 
100-Foot Canyon Fall 


Falling down the cliffs of Big 
Santa Anita Canyon seems to be 
a favorite outdoor sport as the 
third boy in three weeks was a 
victim Thursday. Eugene Beday, 
16-year-old Los Angeles lad, suf¬ 
fered fractures of the right shoul¬ 
der and left ankle, multiple abra¬ 
sions, concussion and shock, and 
he credits his hiking companion, 
Conway Enscoe, 17, a Merchant 
Marine seaman on leave, with 
saving his life. 

The two youths, hiking two 
miles above the Ranger station, 
were starting down the side of a 
loose shale slope when Beday lost 
his footing and took a 100-foot 
plunge over a cliff. Enscoe, 
whose home is in Alhambra, 
risked his own life in sliding down 
the mountainside and managed to 
half carry and half drag his 170- 
pound companion almost to the 
road where he administered first 
aid. 

It was nearly two hours before 
their cries attracted a passing 
motorist who took Beday to Pasa¬ 
dena Emergency hospital.

WHAT GOES INTO RED CROSS 
PACKAGES TO PRISONERS OF WAR? 


Lt. Wright 
Killed in 
Auto Crash 


The more we know of the op-1 
eration of American Red Cross | 
the more thankful we are that i 
we, as simple civilians, have the 
privilege of giving to its mainte-] 
nance. Whatever is given, from 
one dollar to ten thousand, finds 
a channel to bring homey comfort 
to the soldier, the refugee, the 
sick, the prisoner, ^etc., etc. 

On exhibition at the Red Cross 
Headquarters in Sierra Madre is 
a box packed with valuable food 
sent by the Red Cross each week 
to our prisoners of war. It is 
understood that most of the boxes 
going to German prison camps 
reach their destination, but the 
report is not so well from the 
Japanese theatre. We unpacked 
this box and found the following 
contents: two cakes soap, 5 pack¬ 
ages of cigarettes, half lb. sugar, 
powdered coffee, cans of vegetable 
stew, chopped ham. one lb. oleo, 
eight vitamin capsules, one lb. 
prunes, six oz. jam, box choco¬ 
late, 7% oz. salmon, six oz. liver 
pate, eight oz. processed cheese 
and box whole wheat crackers. 

The Capture Parcel 

The capture parcel is delivered 
by the Red Cross to each man 
as ho enters an enemy prison 
containing personal essentials: pr. 
pajamas, sweater, pr. bedroom 
slippers, safety razor, three pkgs. 
razor blades, two prs. sox, light 
undershirt, pr. light drawers, two 
bath towels, two face towels, tin 


shoe polish, four handkerchiefs, 
sewing kit, two prs. shoe laces, 
six cakes of toilet soap, two bars! 
laundry soap, tin tooth powder, 
tooth brush in container, clothes 
brush, hair brush, shoe brush, 
pocket comb and cover, plastic 
jar of brushless shaving cream, 
box of cascara. box of vitamin 1 
tablets, box of band-aids, pipe, i 
pkg. of pipe cleaners, pkg. of 
smoking tobacco, carton of cig¬ 
arettes, carton of chewing gum. 

Medical Kit 

Medical Kit designed to cover! 
first-aid needs of 100 prisoners of j 
war for one month: 

l' 4 -lb. pkg. absorbent cotton.] 
2 pkgs. 1-oz. phemerol topical j 
(mild germicide!, 50 3-in. x 3-in.;

1000 compound cathartic 
pills, 2 tubes yellow oxide mer¬ 
cury ointment, 2 tubes ammoniat- 
ed mercury ointment, 4 tubes sul¬ 
phur ointment, 1 tube tannic acid 
ointment (for bums), 1 tube 
fungicide ointment, 4 tubes boric 
acid ointment, 1 carton powdered 
or granulated boric acid, 1 pr. 
blunt tweezers. 

Invalid Food Package

Speaks at Bethany 
Sunday Evening 

Frank Scorza is to be at the 
Bethany church next Sunday eve¬ 
ning at 7:30. He was exiled from 
Rome, Italy, by order of the Mus¬ 
solini government. He is now 
working among the 65,000 Italian 
war prisoners captured by the 
American Army in North Africa 
and Sicily. 

He received his education in 
Rome, Italy; has served a num¬ 
ber of years as a missionary 
around the Mediterranean and va¬ 
rious parts of Italy. He is a 
graduate of the Northwestern 
Theological Seminary of Minne¬ 
sota and Is also a baritone soloist. 

Mr. Scorza has an outstanding 
testimony of his conversion, life 
story and experience as a former 
member of the Fascist party, and 
of being arrested three times for 
the Gospel’s sake. 

He will tell Sunday evening of 
his first imprisonment experience 
under Mussolini’s government.

AZALIAS: These gorgeous 

plants always make wonderful 
gift plants and can be used in¬ 
doors until they stop blooming. 
Then they should be planted In a 
shady spot In the garden in pure 
peat moss.

Silence in Berlin 

There is a strange silence in Berlin—or in the ruins of what 
once was Berlin. Paradoxically, that silence can be "heard” even 
above the blast of bombs from the sky and the rumble of Russian 
guns in the East. 

This great gob of silence has been left by the departure of one 
Herr Goebbels, better known to Americans as Gabby Joe. Joe has 
been exhorting the German people to fight to the last drop of blood, 
and Joe doesn’t care whose blood it is, just so long as it isn t his. 
Hence his departure for more pleasant—and safer—surroundings. 

The Goebbels’ “scream sheet”—Der Angriff—has also quit Berlin, 
and in fact, has quit publication entirely. Probably no other one 
thing could testify more eloquently to the situation in the Nazi Cap¬ 
ital than this. 

It is rumored that Mr. Goebbels’ decision to move was not due 
entirely to the Allied bombings or the nearness of the Soviet armies. 
His popularity with the people seems to have taken a very sharp 
nose dive in recent weeks, and it may be that he was a bit concerned 
leat some bombed-out, hungry civilian take a pot shot at him. 

Well, from the present outlook it appears that Joe will have to 
travel far to reach a place where he will be welcome. In fact, there 
is only one place we know of where he would be welcome—and 
that’s “out of this world.”

Put On the Brakes! 

Will the end of the war “let loose the greatest concentrated 
spending” In State and municipal history? 

Now York’s National City Bank, in its monthly review of eco¬ 
nomic and financial conditions, sees a definite threat of this. The 
review points out that in addition to the Federal spending program 
and the two billion dollars which States have accumulated and will 
spend, many municipalities, large and small, are planning breath¬ 
taking projects which they hope will be partly financed by gifts 
from the Federal and State treasuries. Heavy borrowing and in¬ 
creased taxation, however, appear inevitable to carry out these plans. 

Already in California some local governments are imposing spe¬ 
cial new taxes to raise money for such projects. With the over-all 
tax burden at an all-time high, it would seem that the first postwar j 
job of government is to knock down taxes instead of putting up 
impressive structures. 

Declared the “New Hampshire Taxpayer” in discussing over- 
ambitious plans for public works, “These proposals are usually sugar- 
coated with the appeal that they make jobs for returning soldiers. 
They also make taxes to be paid by those same soldiers. None have 
the flexibility to permit spending only if employment renders public 
works essential to create jobs. As a result, if the anticipated post¬ 
war boom actually occurs, these proposals would result in competi¬ 
tion for labor and materials betwneen the government projects and 
private employers. The taxpayer would he the sufferer and no one 
but the politician handing out the project would be the gainer.”
